OF THE 

Board of Trustees. 


To the Citizens and Voters of Rutland Village : 

ORGANIZATION. 

Our term of office commenced May 2, 1881. Tinder a 
lat<$aw, our organization began with Ur, Charles Wood- 
house, president of the village, as the presiding' officer of 
the board, and Geo. R. Bottom, clerk of the village, as 
•clerk of the same. Without claiming to have been inf al¬ 
ii able in our judgment, we have tried to serve you to the 
best of our ability. We early called to our aid, as attorney 
for the village, ex-Judge-Dunton, and, prompted by our 
•own wishes and under the guidance of his valuable advice, 
we have sought to promote our common interests, live up 
to the recent laws of both your adoption and of direct 
legislative enactment. These laws contemplate and require 
the payment of our ordinary expenses as they are incurred, 
or that we “pay as we go,” which prudential policy w r e 
have aimed to follow, and which, though tardily accepted, 
we hope will not be hastily abandoned. We desire, as we 
are sure you also must desire, that Rutland will long escape 
the depressing calamities resting on many other communi¬ 
ties now burdened and enervated with debts, contracted in 
moments of delusive hope, to be mourned over in after 
years of regret or despair. 
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SANITARY INTERESTS. 

For the first time, we believe, in the history of our 
village, a standing sanitary committee was appointed by 
the trustees from their numbers to act during the year. This, 
committee is well aware that their duties were very imper¬ 
fectly done. They involved, nevertheless, the necessity for 
a large amount of labor, and no little of it very disagreea¬ 
ble. M$fch good, we are certain, was the result, and prob¬ 
ably considerable sickness and discomfort, as well as litiga¬ 
tion prevented. It is to be regretted that so many of our 
citizens—not the poor only, but the well to do and even 
wealthy-—pay so little attention to sanitary matters. This 
committee in no case resorted to legal compulsory measures, 
but we think that hereafter, if "fair words 99 will not avail 
to secure the public against those disgusting and baneful 
nuisances, which quite as often result from greed a^gno- 
rance, those responsible for them should be dealt with in 
a different manner, and that whatever we may lack in law 
or village ordinances to secure at all times a good and 
healthy condition to our village should be speedily obtained. 
It is our hope that the little that was done by this com¬ 
mittee will prove the prelude to something better and more 
methodical and efficient in our sanitary interests in time 
to come. 

OUR WATER-WORKS. 

The new water inlet, the building of which was authorized 
by a vote of the village passed May 24,1881, was completed 
last fall at a cost considerably below the appropriation, to 
wit ; for $6452.75 ; exclusive of Mr. Randall's bill for 
surveys, still unpaid, $112.98. The items of cost for this 
work are as follows: Additional land (about 9 acres), 
$352.75 ; excavations, masonry for dams, pipes, valves, 
strainer, fence, etc., $6100.00. Of this sum, $5012.50 was 
obtained by the sale of $5000 of 4 J- per cent bonds issued 
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by vote of the village, and the remainder. $1440.25, was 
paid hy the water commissioners at request of the commit¬ 
tee having the work in charge, out of surplus water funds 
in their hands. These new and improved inlet works, 
after the test of last winter’s trial, promise good results. 

It should be remembered that in their construction noth¬ 
ing of the first arrangements for inlet purposes is in any way 
lost or impaired, while the expensive water gallery is now 
utilized as never before ; that by going to the Hendon 
branch better water is obtained ; that the water is settled 
and purified before entering .the main which conducts it to 
the village ; that the addition of two large reservoirs is 
secured at the head, and that these can be enlarged at 
small cost, as shall from time to time be deemed expedient. 
We have now every reason to feel satisfied with our admira¬ 
ble vpiter works. Our water is pure and good ; the supply 
abundant ; it is brought to us by the costless power of 
gravity ; it supplies every household want; is well adapted 
to laundry purposes ; is adequate in force and quantity for 
the extinguishment of fires ; there is enough of it to 
sprinkle our streets, water our yards, lawns, and gardens, 
and from the surplus to furnish a very considerable motor 
power for light mechanical purposes. 

This inlet work was placed by your vote in the hands of 
the hoard of water commissioners, the trustees and three 
other citizens, viz : Wm. Y. W. Ripley, W. 0. Dimtonand 
Martin G. Everts, and by them was committed to a smaller 
committee consisting of Charles Woodhouse, M. G. Everts, 
W. 0. Landon and J. M. Davis. The work was done 
under the careful oversight of this sub-committee by J. J. 
R. Randall, under contract, and to their full satisfaction. 

: STREET WORK. 

j As to material for our principal streets, at least, we think . 

the time has fully come when sound economy requires us 
to use the best we can obtain, even at an increase of the 
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first cost. Our main roads we think should be made of 
stone, or, in other words, macadamized. To furnish the 
so called “ metal ” or upper portion of such roads the 
stone-crusher and appurtenances were purchased, as author¬ 
ized by your vote, at a cost of $1,436.27. Its location, 
unexpectedly and to our regret, gave annoyance to citizens 
in its neighborhood. In some other respects it may not 
have beendhe best, and what little was done with it may 
not have been done with the best judgment. But we 
think it will be time enough to pronounce it a failure only 
after a full and fair trial. In the presence of your board 
of trustees, with insufficient power, it crushed 38 cubic feet 
of our hardest stone, without clogging or stopping, in 42 
minutes. So far from being a failure, we are satisfied 
that with adequate power, whether water or steam, and if 
properly operated, it will furnish all the metal we shall find 
it expedient to use on our streets for construction or repair 
for many years. We should consider it a privilege to learn, 
both from our own mistakes as well as from the experience 
of others. Many other municipalities believe in stone- 
crushers and stone roads, with probably as much wisdom 
and experience to warrant their belief as our average citi¬ 
zen possesses. We think their opinions and experience 
entitled to respect. As it now is we pay large bills 
annually for what is called gravel for our roads, but which, 
after being subjected for a short time to wear, is to a great 
extent hauled off again- in the shape of loose stone or mud, 
or goes into our houses and stores as dust, or is blow r n 
away by the winds, or passes off in our sewers, there, by 
obstructing them, to work probably further mischief. It is 
still fresh in the remembrance of our citizens that about 
the first work done last spring upon our streets w r as the 
removal of large quantities of mud from Center street. 
Merchants’ Row* and Grove, and that about the last high¬ 
way work done late in the following fall and early part of 
last winter w r as in the same localities, and of the same 


kind, these important thoroughfares being positively unfit 
for comfortable use on account of their filthy condition. 
As citizens we had to endure their discomforts and also to 
hear the uncomplimentary remarks of visitors upon these our 
misfortunes, as costly as they are needless. We most 
emphatically commend to the consideration of oiu* citizens 
the importance hereafter of spending the most of our highway 
money in building from time to time, as we can afford, 
permanent stone roads. And that hereafter for repairs 
of our roads crushed stone should generally be used 
instead of gravel. Also it should be used for w'alks, as its 
value for this purpose is demonstrated by a section of walk 
in front of Wm. W. Reynolds’ house on Washington 
street, built last summer of this material. We greatly 
desired to have had built for your inspection, a thoroughly 
made piece of macadamized road, (the square on West 
street between Grove and Merchant’s Row was selected), 
but, much to our regret, we failed to secure the co-opera¬ 
tion of the street commissioner with us in our plans, and 
as yet we have no road of this kind in our village deserv¬ 
ing the name. The small piece of road on the east end 
of Pleasant street, satisfactory as it’ proves, is far from 
being such. Some further legislation, we may here remark, 
seems needed to make secure the necessary harmony 
between the trustees and the street commissioner. It is 
true the trustees ma} r at any time for cause turn the com¬ 
missioner yon elect out of office ; but it seems unwise to 
have a law to secure this desired accord of views and 
action between them by holding over his head a menace 
of this character. 

In the outset of attending to your interests we found the 
village involved in a suit for damages from inadequate 
sewerage, and other suits, for similar reasons, were 
threatened. Authorized by your vote we succeeded in 
getting rid of the one and avoiding the others. In this 
matter the street commissioner yielded to our wishes, and 
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also in reference to the building and repairing of some 
needed but long neglected sidewalks, and we think that 
you have good reason to be gratified that a special or extra 
tax for these purposes was avoided, and that at least 12, 755.72 
was saved out of our highway money for these permanent and 
necessary improvements. As authorized by your vote we 
have assessed, as fairly as we could, to a very moderate 
extent property owners benefited thereby. Amount, $778,53. 

STREET EIGHTS. 

We have increased for street lighting purposes gas posts 
to the number of ten, and have aided in the private enter¬ 
prise of introducing electric lights into our streets to the 
extent of $40. We thought it only fair that the village 
should bear a small portion of this expense, and have but 
little doubt of the increase of their use among: us both for 
private and pnhlic purposes, 

EIRE DEPARTMENT. 

Our fire department, claiming absolute necessity in the 
case, called upon us for a large amount of hose and other 
fire apparatus, and you will observe that, as by your vote 
this matter was left to our discretion, we have expended in 
this behalf $1,756,42. This is the first considerable bill 
for fire hose that has been incurred since four years ago. 

We have not disposed of any of our fire engines, as 
authorized by your vote, but think that with our present 
arrangement for the use of hydrants, motives of economy 
suggest their sale, or at least the disbanding of one or both 
of our band engine fire companies. Heretofore their 
services have been both necessary and valuable, blit the 
change effected in our water department would seem to 
make such service to a great degree no longer necessary. 

PROPOSED VILLAGE PARK. 

The trustees have thought best to print for your con¬ 
sideration as an appendix to this annual report the proposi¬ 
tion of Governor Proctor and others to furnish, on condi

tions named, lands for a village park. This situation is 
near our people, and the grounds (about thirty acres) have 
great natural beauties and advantages for this purpose. 
For moderate expense they could be made very pleasant, 
and would afford excellent conveniences for picnic and 
•excursion parties, play grounds, skating rinks and similar 
.attractions. We invite your serious attention to this 
subject. It is not likely that ever again will so favorable 
an opportunity occur for acquiring on such generous terms 
such eligible grounds, for so desirable an object, as is now 
presented for your acceptance. 


HARRIS SEWER, 

Yielding to the persuasion of Mr. Joel B. Harris, and 
having the approval of one trustee only, the street commis¬ 
sioner expended $97.53 in building a sewer for the sole use 
and benefit of said Harris, his foundry and other buildings. 
This expense was incurred notwithstanding suggestions 
and instructions to the commissioner, by the president of 
the board and chairman of the street and sewer committee, 
not to build the same at the expense of the village. It was 
-claimed that it would all be right, as Mr, Harris would pay 
for the same. But wo found the whole cost of it charged 
.against the village in the commissioner’s July bill. We 
-disallowed it as wrong, both in principle and precedent. 
It is but proper to say that the only trustee who 
assented to the building of this sewer, based his approval 
-on the understanding, on his part, that Mr. Harris would 
•do the “ fair thing” in paying for the same. How that 
the sewer is built, Mr. Harris proposes to decide for him¬ 
self what that “fair thing” is, viz., about one-fourth the 
cost of it. We do not concur with him, and here the 
matter stands. 
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PAY FOR THE FIREMEN. 

While we hope to leave some money in the treasury, 
there is not enough there at this time to make the usual 
and expected allowances to our fire and hose companies* 
A large amount of taxes are as yet uncollected, more than 
enough, we think, when put in the treasury, to meet these 
claims. But we are prevented by a new law of the village 
from drawing any orders upon our treasurer unless the cash 
is actually in his hands for the immediate payment of the 
same. 

OUR POLICE FORCE. 

Good and efficient as is our police force, it is not sufficient 
for our village, and we recommend that it be increased to 
the extent of at least one more faithful and reliable man* 

ABATEMENT OF TAXES. 

In the abatement of village taxes, the trustees usually 
follow" the lead of the board of civil authority in the abate- 
ment of town taxes. This course is convenient, and prob¬ 
ably, generally right and safe. But in a certain case which 
has just come before us, a majority of your board of trus¬ 
tees is inclined to doubt- the propriety of following in this; 
lead. We as yet see no good reason for the abatement 
of the tax in question. We have also our doubts as to the 
theory that the town can abate a tax voted by the village, 
and have referred the matter to Judge Duntou for con¬ 
sideration. 

TAX FOR THE ENSUING YEAR. 

Probably 20 cents on a dollar will meet our ordinary 
miscellaneous expenses for the year to come, and we rec¬ 
ommend that you vote this amount. 

PARTIAL PAYMENT OF THE HIGHWAY TAX. 

The town has voted to collect only one-half the highway 
taxes raised by a law of the state on the grand list of the 
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current year. If this rote is legal and applicable to the 
village, as a highway district of the town, oar highway 
money will, we fear, be too little for our urgent needs, and 
it is for you, if you wish, to take action on this subject. 

OUR PROSPERITY. 

Our town and village are now unusually prosperous. 
The present is highly satisfactory; the future full of 
encouraging promise. In common with all good citizens 
we rejoice in the general weal. But, also, in common with 
all reasonable men, we find that with our growth—houses 
and workshops multiplying on every hand, new streets and 
new buildings constantly appearing—there comes with this 
coveted prosperity an increase in our wants and their 
attending necessary cost. More walks, more lights, and 
more and more of other conveniences are required. 

Happily no people can so easily pay taxes as those who 
prosper in their industries, are usefully employed, and are 
secure and comfortable in their homes.

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Village Attorney’s Report. 


To Dr, Charles Woodhouse, 

Pres . of the Village of Rutland: 

When I entered upon my duties as corporation attorney, 
the following suits were pending in the County Court: 

Charles Q. Townsend v. Village of Rutland, 

John Cain and wife y. Village of Rutland, 

Michael Welch and wife v. Village of Rutland, 
and a suit in equity in favor of the East Rutland Aqueduct 
Co., (prosecuted by Jacob Edgerton and H. W, Porter) y. 
Village of Rutland. 

.Townsend y. Rutland has been discontinued, and the 
suit of Welch and wife v. Village of Rutland, which is an 
action brought to recover for injuries received by slipping 
on the ice, was tried by jury in March, and a verdict therein 
was directed for the defendant The plaintiff excepted 
and the case has now passed to the Supreme Court The 
suit of Cam and wife v. Village of Rutland, is a petition 
under the statute to recover damages for diverting the 
water from East Creek and thereby injuring an imaginary 
water power of the plaintiffs. The suit in equity. East 
Rutland Aqueduct Co. v. Village of Rutland was brought 
prior to the enlargement of the water supply, to compel the 
village to give the old "post-holders” a preference when 
the water was short. All that the plaintiffs now r claim 
therein is a bill of costs. A suit has also been commenced 
ugamst the village by Carbory Carroll, returnable to the 
next term of the County Court, to recover for an alleged 
in .i llr > bis cellar, caused by a defective drain,

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Proposition for Village Park. 


We, the undersigned, hereby agree to give and to deed to 
commissioners for the purposes of a park as hereinafter 
specified at any time within seven months, when the village 
of Rutland vote to accept the same upon the conditions 
hereto annexed, all our right, title and interest in and to 
the lands included within the following bounds : 

Beginning at a stake near tlie north-west corner of the 
House of Correction lot, thence north 7° east thirty-nine 
rods across lands of E, Pierpoint and others to the south 
line of B. Proctor’s (Cain) farm, thence north 7° east 
forty-nine rods to the south-east end of a large rock on said 
Proctor’s land, thence south 83° east about fifty rods to the 
foot of a high bank or bluff on the east side of East Creek 
on said Proctor’s land, thence southerly and easterly, fol¬ 
lowing the foot of said bluff, on the land of said Proctor 
and Mrs. Cain, and also on land belonging to Frederick 
Chaffee and J. L. Billings, till it intersects Baxter street, 
as laid or proposed to be laid, across lands of said Chaffee 
and Billings, thence southerly on the line of Baxter street 
and across lands of Edward Bowman and Orrick L. Robbins, 
to the southern line of Mineral street, thence westerly in 
continuation of the southern line of Mineral street, to the 
place of beginning. 

The conditions upon which this deed is to be made areas 
follows : That said land be held and used by said village 
and its successors as a corporation, as a public park; that 
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tlie same be under the control and management of a board 
of three commissioners constituted and appointed as fol¬ 
lows :—one of them to he the president of the board of 
village trustees or the chief executive officer of said village 
or corporation succeeding said village, whatever the name 
of said officer may be, the other two to be appointed by the 
chancellor of the Rutland County Court of Chancery, on 
the recommendation of a majority of the grantors of the 
land for said park, and to be subject to removal by him 
whenever he deems the interest of said village require it, 
and vacancies for any cause within the next ten years to be 
filled in the same manner by said chancellor whenever they 
may occur. That said village and its successors shall for¬ 
ever raise and pay to said commissioners annually sufficient 
funds to suitably and properly improve and maintain said 
premises for public use as a park, and to this end shall raise 
and pay to said commissioners not less than twenty-five 
hundred dollars within one year from the date of the deed, 
and the further sum of two thousand dollars within two 
years from said date, and the further sum of one thousand 
dollars within three years from said date, and the. further 
sum of five hundred dollars per year for the succeeding four 
years. Rut if said amount shall in the judgment of said 
commissioners not be required for use of said park within 
% said times, then such balance is to be kept at interest by 
them for future use as required according to their judg¬ 
ment. It is further stipulated that out of the funds to be 
raised the first year, the east bank of the creek on the land 
now owned by Orriek L, Robbins, shall be properly and 
fully protected from washing by a wall running from the 
south end of the present wall along the bank of the creek 
to the south line of the proposed park herein described, to 
a point opposite the north-east corner of the House of 
Correction lot, and about eighty feet distant therefrom, so 
as to give sufficient width for the flow of water. 



And it is further stipulated that this conveyance and 
grant be considered and accepted as a conveyance in trust 
for the use and benefit of the people of Rutland and 
vicinity as a public park, subject to the management and 
control of said commissioners for such purpose and no 
other, and who are to be amenable to law in their adminis¬ 
tration, management and control of said premises. 

That upon failure to perform, fulfill or comply with any 
of the foregoing conditions, then said deed to be null and 
void, and said premises to revert to the grantor and his 
heirs.
